The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as 
presented in claim(s) 15-28, 30-41, 48-54, 56, 57, 59-66 and 1 18, wherein the claimed 
invention comprises one of a double-sided array, a first and second array coupled to 
. opposite sides of a frame in staggered configuration, deflector arrays rotate about a first and 
second axis, and a first and second module arranged in a substantially curved configuration, 
as claimed. The combination of all the claimed features are not anticipated or made obvious 
by the prior art and all of said features are relied upon for a determination of allowability. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
